ger train. 
Mr. Goshert, in company with L. 
C. Johnson and W. K. Rose of Ster­ 
ling and B. O. Smith of Rockford, 
came to Dix on from Sterling on the 
10 o’clock ear and 
walked to 
the 
North Dix on dej>ot, where he pur­ 
chased a ticket for Haldane. His re­ 
marks were of a jovial nature, indi­ 
cating that he feR perfectly well, and 
after purchasing his ticket he went 
out onto the platform, where he en­ 
gaged in conversation with the en­ 
gineer of a freight train, which was 
at the siding there, waiting for the 
passenger to pass. 
Died Immediately. 
He was joined in a few minutes by 
the three gentlemen who had accom­ 
panied him from Sterling, and the 
four stood talking when 
suddenly 
Mr. Goshert threw up his arms, gasp­ 
ed a few times and sank to the plat­ 
form, dead. Agent Albright, wno saw 
Mr. Goshert fall, Immediately sum­ 
moned the company physician, Dr.

El Paso, Tei., May 24.—A great and 
decisiv e battle, believ ed to mark the 
taming point in the Mexican rev olu­ 
tion, brought v ictory to 
the 
federal 
forces after twenty four hours of con-

of Rellano, Mexico. 
The losase hav e been heav y on both 
aides. 
The gov ernment had 4,000 men In 
the engagement, under General Huer­ 
ta, but they were outnumbered by the 
rebel army under General Orozuo, who 
kept 6 ,000 men In action.

Forcing Clinton to Ba ttle. 
I wa s loft behind a t Coryell'» Ferry, 
for the purpose of ha stening forwa rd 
a ny supplementa ry orders from Wa sh­ 
ington, when Ma xwell, a nd the J ersey 
militia men, pressed forwa rd in a n ef­ 
fort to reta rd the ma reb of the enemy. 
From the reports of scouts we bega n 
to understa nd wha t wa s occurring. 
Before da wn on the eighteenth of J une 
the British a rmy begun lea ving the 
city, crossing the Dela wa re a t Glouces­ 
ter point, und by evening the motley 
host, comprising Regula r» , Hessia ns, 
Loya lists, a nd a swa rm of ca mp fol­ 
lower» , were ha lted nea r Hnddea fleld, 
five mile» southea st of Ca mden. 
The moment tMs knowledge rea ched 
Wa shington, he a cted. In spite of op­ 
position from some of his lea ding ofll- 
ccrs, his own purpose rema ined » tend* 
fa ct, a nd every prepa ra tion ha d 
a l­ 
rea dy been ca refully ma de for ener­ 
getic pursuit. Our troops lit for serv­ 
ice numbered less tha n 11 vo thousa nd 
men, ma ny of these ha stily ga thered 
militia , some of whom ha d never been 
under fire, but the wa rmth a nd com­ 
fort of tho summer time, together 
with tho good news from Fra nce, hud 
inspired a ll with fresh coura ge. Wha t­ 
ever of dissension existed wa s only 
nmoffg tho coterie of genera l olfieorn, 
the men in the ra nks being ea ger for 
ba ttle, even though the odds were 
strong a ga inst us. 
There wa s no de­ 
la y, no hitch in tho promptness of a d­ 
va nce. 
Tho depa rtment of the Qua r­ 
terma ster-Genera l 
ha d 
every 
pla n 
worked out in deta il, a nd, within two 
da ys, tho entire a rmy* ha d crouued the 
river, a nd pushed forwa rd to within a 
few miles of Trenton. 
Morga n, with 
six hundred men, wa s hurried forwa rd 
to tho reinforcement of Ma xwell, a nd, 
Telieved from my duties a t tho ferry, 
I wa s permitted to J oin his column. 
I know not when, during a ll my 
a rmy lifo, I wa s more deeply 
im­ 
pressed with tho a wful solemnity of 
wa r, tha n a s I wa tched these volun­ 
teer soldlorB la nd on the J ersey shore, 
a nd tra mp a wa y through the dust, lu 
those ra nks were sick und wounded 
sca rcely a ble to keep up; occa siona lly 
one would cra wl « Bide but the moment 
he wa s a ble would join some new body, 
a nd resume the ma rch. 
They were a nima ted by a stern pur­ 
pose which yielded power. 
Such a s 
these were not to be trifled with. Oth­ 
ers might scoff ut their ruggedness of 
line, their ca relessness of discipline, 
their nondescript ga rments, a nd va ri­ 
ety of equipment, but to one who ha d 
seen such In ba ttle—who ha d been 
with them a t Trenton, Bra ndywine, 
a nd Germa ntown—-they were wa rriors 
not to bo despised, stern, grim light­ 
ers, a ble to hold their own a ga inst 
Engla nd’s best drilled ba tta lions. 
I 
wa tched them file pa st—Wa yne’s, Va r- 
num’s, Scott's briga des, a nd J a ckson's 
a nd 
Gra yson’s 
regiments—ma rking 
the brown, dust-ca ked fa ces, the ea ger 
« yes, the sturdy, tireless trea d, tho 
well oiled muskets. 
Boys, men, gra y- 
bea rds, a ll a like exhibited in 
their 
fa ces the sa me expression. They were 
a nticipa ting ba ttle a ga inst a ha ted foe, 
a nd counted ha rdship us nothing com­ 
pa red with the joy of conflict. Every 
step 
brought them 
closer to 
tho 
gra pple of a rmB—to tha t supreme test 
of Btrength, coura ge, endura nce, for 
which they ha d left their homes. They 
might be poorly drilled, ill-dressed, 
va riously a rmed, yet these wero fight­ 
ing men. 
It wa s midnight when Morga n led us 
up tho Btcep bluff, a nd out upon tho 
sa ndy roa d. 
Wo a dva nced silently, 
a nd in stra ggling column through tho 
da rkness, 
pa ssing 
the 
embers

While the meeting was In 
progress Frank Basekes of the Amer­ 
ican Tin Plate company excused him­ 
self for a moment.
